ORDINANCE 


Proposed Safety and Health Board Regulations for the 
Town of Milan, N. H. 


PURPOSE 


An ordinance to promote the health, safety, morals, convenience 
and welfare of the community by regulating the constructions of 
dwellings in the Town of Milan. 


ATC DLCUbeE 


In pursuance of authority conferred by Chapter 31, Sections 
60-89, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, and in compliance 
to the 1957 Supplement to the above statutes and for the purpose 
of promoting health, safety, morals, prosperity, convenience and 
general welfare, now therefore the following ordinance is hereby 
enacted by the voters, of the Town of Milan, N. H. in official 
meeting convened. 


ARTICLE II 


A safety and Health Board shall be set up and shall consist of 
the Board of Selectmen and two other legal voters appointed by 
the Selectmen. One of such appointments shall be for two years 
and one for three years. Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
shall act as Chairman of the Safety and Health Board. All build- 
ing permits will be issued by this board when such permit is in 
accordance with the regulations of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE Ill 


Permits: After this ordinance is accepted and adopted by the 
town, it shall be unlawful to erect any dwelling or alter the general 
appearance of any dwelling without first obtaining a permit from 
the Safety and Health Board. 

No permit is to be issued unless the proposed dwelling or alter- 
ation will present a reasonable appearance and will be in keeping 
with the other buildings in the neighborhood. Any alteration or

addition on dwellings, where the cost of labor and materials will 
exceed $250.00, will require a permit. The building is to be finished 
on the exterior in a permanent manner and shall be painted if 
the material is of the type that is customarily painted. This section 
is intended to eliminate the building of such dwellings as are out 
of place for the neighborhood where they are located.

It shall be the aim of this board and of this ordinance to promote 
more and better buildings and to keep the infiltration of shacks 
and slum areas from our community. 


ARTICLES V 


This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of any legal 
town meeting when such amendment is placed in the town warrant 
calling for such meeting. 


15. To see if the town will vote to adopt Chapter 110, Laws of 
1945 State of New Hampshire, to give the Selectmen the 
authority to appoint a Fire Chief to assist in setting up a 
Volunteer Fire Department for the Town of Milan. 


16. To see if the town will vote to accept the balance of the 
budget as prepared by the Selectmen and to raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary. 


17. To see if the town will give the Selectmen the authority to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


18. To transact any other business that shall legally come before 
the meeting.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District : 
FOREWORD 


Since last year our school enrollment has dropped approximately 
twenty pupils in the elementary grades. This is going to have an 
effect on the amount of aid the District receives from the state. 
By the equalization formula now being used to compute this aid, 
each elementary student is figured at $206 for a minimum cost. 
This means that Milan will lose in the vicinity of $4,000, which 
will have a decided effect on the tax rate of the town. 


Your School Board and myself have been investigating means 
and methods of off-setting this loss and at the same time keep 
our school organization at the level it now is. There are not many 
places in the budget where one can cut without having an effect 
upon the supply of books, paper, fuel, etc. It would not be a wise 
move to reduce teachers’ salaries, which are already below state 
average. The best and about the only means that your board and 
myself have found to be feasible is to reorganize and reassign 
pupils in the two buildings. 

Under the plan that has been agreed upon, the teaching staff 
would be reduced to four and the pupils assigned in somewhat 
the following manner. Two grades would be taught in the West 
Miian School and six grades would be located in the Village 
School. The actual assignment of grades to a particular building 
has not been decided upon at the present time. However, under 
this plan some pupils from West Milan would be transported to 
the Village School and by the same token, some of the Village 
students would go to school in West Milan. Pupils for the most 
part would not be away from home any longer than they are at 
the present time, except those from West Milan who will be 
assigned to the Village School. In any event, all the pupils on both 
sides of the town would leave home at approximately the same 
time in the morning and would get home about the same time in 
the afternoon. Under this plan some pupils would have to ride an 
extra fifteen or twenty minutes on the bus, but statistics show 
that it actually is safer on the bus than on the school playground. 
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Just what does this plan mean to the taxpayer, the teachers, and 
more particularly, the students? In the first place, the District 
could reduce its budget approximately $3,550, which almost offsets 
the loss of state aid mentioned previously. This figure is arrived 
at by the salary of one teacher and the retirement money the 
District has to pay on the same teacher if she were on the payroll. 


Educationally, the teachers and students would gain. Four 
teachers in the system now teach three or more classes, but under 
the plan proposed all teachers would be instructing just two 
classes. This would mean the teacher would have a lesser number 
of subjects to get in during the day and more time could be spent 
on the subjects that have to be covered in his particular grades. 
The students would benefit by having more time spent on skill 
subjects, such as reading and arithmetic. Actually, most students 
would have the teacher’s attention one-third longer each day. This 
should help the students a great deal over the year’s time. 


As an outsider, I think that the results of such a move would 
certainly off-set any hardship or sacrifice that might be encount- 
ered. At the same time it would tend to make both sides of the 
town conscious of what each is doing and there certainly would 
be much more common interest in both schools. I hope that the 
plan can be put into practice this coming fall for I am sure, if 
given a fair chance, it would succeed. 

The question might be asked what will happen if the enrollment 
shoots upward? Four teachers can take care of 120 pupils under 
this plan as well as the enrollment planned for next year. Our 
projected enrollment for the next five years does not indicate a 
large influx of pupils. 


TEACHERS 


One change took place in the teaching staff of the Milan Schools 
this year. Mrs. Marion Armstrong accepted a position in Berlin 
after teaching in Milan for many years. It was decided to move 
Mrs. Flint to the first and second grade room because she had 
had previous experience at that level. We are fortunate in getting 
as teacher-principal, Mr. Maurice Bickford, graduate of Plymouth 
Teachers College. Mr: Bickford has brought to the students the 
influence of a male teacher, which is quite important before our 
graduates go on to Berlin, where many of the instructors are men. 
Under the section on the budget, comments are made regarding 
teachers’ salaries.

ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


The percentage of attendance showed a decline from the pre- 
vious year due to the number of contagious illnesses contacted by 
the students. There was also an increase _in the number of 
instances of tardiness. It is hoped that we can show improvement 
in these two areas this year. 

Our enrollment this year has shown a decline from the previous 
year. As of January 5, 1959 we had 104 pupils in both schools, 
compared with 122 last year. This decline of school population will 
have an adverse effect regarding the amount of state aid that the 
District will receive this year. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


There were several major repair projects carried out during last 
summer. In the Village School, the two lower grade rooms were 
painted in attractive green pastel shade, giving each a more 
pleasant atmosphere. Some of the older blackboards were also 
replaced in this building and some of the outside of the building 
was scraped and repainted. 

In the West Milan School, both classrooms were repainted as 
well as the hallway on both floors. The old plastered walls in the 
hallway were covered with masonite before being painted and the 
ceilings were covered with sheetrock. This building, long in need 
of refurbishing, is now very attractive and should be visited to 
appreciate the change. An iron fire-escape was also put up at the 
West Milan School from the second story, thus giving the students 
much better protection on the second floor in case of fire. 

Additional desks were purchased for the Village School to re- 
place some of the worn out units. The other usual summer main- 
tenance program was carried out before school started in the fail. 


BUDGET 


The budget proposed for next year is $46,132.80 as against this 
year’s budget of $47,575.68. The reasons for the decrease are fewer 
number of tuition pupils and less money being requested for repairs 
and maintenance. Raises in the individual items in the budget are 
very few except those mentioned under teachers’ salaries and 
retirement. The budget can further be reduced to off-set the loss 
of state aid money as explained in the foreword of this report. 
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TUITION 


At the present time we have only twenty-five pupils attending 
Berlin High School. As mentioned last year, the number of pupils 
who drop out of school is much too high. It is hoped that parents 
will use more influence in an attempt to keep their children in 
high school. 


Next year the number of tuition pupils is estimated to be thirty- 
five, if all the present eighth graders go on to high school. Berlin's 
tuition rate for next year will be $388.00, the state average cost for 
high school pupils.

To the Citizens of the Town of Milan: 
During the year 1958, 34 visits were made to Milan and West 


Milan. Two Salk Vaccine Clinics were held during the year, 
sponsored by the New Hampshire State Department of Health, 
and 106 children from Milan, and 21 from West Milan were im- 
munized. Several children are attending the Orthopedic Clinic held 
in Berlin, and one child was admitted to Laconia State School. In 
November, 74 students and teachers in Milan, and 35 students and 
teachers in West Milan were given the Tuberculin Patch Tests in 
cooperation with the School Nurse. It is hoped that a Triple 
Toxoid Clinic for the Immunization to Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough, and Tetanus, and a Well Child Conference can be held in 
Milan in the Spring. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the citizens of Milan, and 
at this time I would like to thank them for their cooperation.
